Kanyakumari District, Madras. ( Deceased ) 

Statement of ,\en'ices for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the night of the 25th/26th October, 1962 Police Cons- 
table Rajamony Nadar Thankappan, with a Head Constable 
and two other Police Constables of the Nagercoil Crime 
Branch Police Station, was on patrol in Nagercoil Town 
where there had been a series of cases of theft during the 
previous three months. The patrol were on Kampolam 
Road at 1.30 a.m. when they noticed a suspicious looking 
individual. When the Police interrogated him he gave pre- 
varicating replies about his name and identity and then sud- 
denly took to his heels. The patrol chased him but only 
Police Constable Thankappan was able to keep up with him. 
After a chase of nearly half an hour. Police Constable 
Thankappan caught up with the man in a marshy field near 
Chettikulam Tank and grappled with him. In the ensuing 
struggle Police Constable Thankappan received sixteen stab 
injuries to which ho succumbed on the spot. 

Police Constable Rajamony ' Nadar Thankappan gave his 
life in • valiant attempt to bring to book a dangerous crimi- 
nal and in so doing showed courage and a sense of duty of a 
very high order.

Statement of sendees for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the 26th February, 1962 Sub-Inspector Achhey Lai 
Tewari, Station Officer Jaitipur, Shahjahanpur District, while 
on night patrol with a party of four armed police and three 
civil police, received reliable information that two notorious 
dacoita, Puttu Brahman and Puttoo Khatik, were waiting in 
a mango orchard for other members of the gang to assemble 
prior to committing a dacolty in Village Nawada. 

Sub-Inspector Tewari proceeded at once to the spot with 
all the available police at his command. When nearing the 
dacoits' rendezvous, the latter flashed their torches and 
challenged the police. The police party called on the dacojt* 
to surrender but the dacoits fired at them and then ran 
towards Village Rampuria closely pursued by the police. 

Dacoits Puttu Brahman and Puttoo Khatik entered a 
house and took up positions in two separate rooms from 
where they fired on Sub-Inspector Tewari and his men when 
they came into the courtyard of the house. The police 
returned the fire and after sometime one of the dacoits 
ceased firing. At this stage, Sub-Inspector Tewari disregard- 
ing the danger to his life, ran on to the verandah of the house 
and fired two shots into the room from which the other 
dacoit had continued to fire. Then after making sure that 
the dacoit in it had been killed he proceeded towards the 
other room. Suddenly a shot rang out from that room, 
Sub-Inspector Tewari quickly took cover and fired two shots 
into the room killing the second dacoit also. 

In this encounter with two desperate criminals, Sub-Inspec- 
tor Achhey Lai Tewari showed great courage, leadership and 
devotion to duty in complete disregard of his own safety.

No. 8-/'G(125)/63. — The Government of India have 
received the Administration Report of the Port of Bombay for 
the year 1962-63. The note- worthy features of the Report 
are reviewed below. 

( 1 ) Financial Position : The total revenue of tho Port 
Trust during the year under review was Rs. 1,429.30 lakhs as 
against Rs. 1,408.31 lakhs in the year 1961-62. The not 
expenditure during the year was Rs. 1,248.34 ag against 
Rs. 1,002.85 lakhs in the previous year. There was thus a 
surplus of Rs. 180.96 lakhs. The total balances in the Port 
Trust's Reserve Funds amounted to Rs. 27.36 crores at the 
end of the year. Of the outstanding debt of Rs. 17.15 crores, 
the amount due to the public was Rs. 6,55 crores and to 
Government Rs. 9.48 crores, the balance of Rs. 1.12 crores 
being internal loans held by thtf Trustees themselves. For 
repayment of loans, the trustees have built up a balance of 
Rs. 6.05 crores in the General Sinking Fund and Rs. 3 ; 90 
crores in a Suspense Account to repay the loan for tho Manne 
Oil Terminal. 

(2) Traffic : The dead weight tonnage handled at the Port 
during 1962-63 was 15,938,000 of which Imports accounted 
for 11,077,000 tonnes and Export* 4,861,000. Tho corres- 
ponding Imports and Exports during 1961-62 were 10,413,000 
and 4,135,000 tonnes respectively, totalling 14,548,000 
tonnes. 
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The number of overseas passengers' who used Bombay 
Port during 1962-63 was 169,896 while the number of coastal 
passengers was 762,212. 

(3) Shipping : The number of vessels which entered the 
Port during 1962-63 was 3,346 of 21.77 million gross regis- 
tered tons against 3,156 vessels of 20.29 million gross 
registered tons in 1961-62. 

The number of sailing vessels that used the Port during the 
year was 38,985 as against 30,190 during the 1961-62. 

Dry DockinR and Ship repairs: During the year 116 
vessels used the Dry Docks as against 144 in the previous 
year. The number of vessels which were berthed in the Wet 
Docks for repair purposes was 62 including 21 vessels berthed 
at the Alexandra Docks.

(b) The Port Trust's welfare measures covered a variety 
of activities namely, sports, recreation, variety entertainments, 
excursions, schools, scholarships, canteens, general medical 
attention, women's clinics, reading rooms, libraries, etc. 

(8) Staff : The total expenditure on staff during 1962-63 
amounted to Rs. 793.54 lakhs, as 'against Rs. 604.17 lakhs 
during the previous year. The increase of Rs, 189.37 lakhs 
was due to the general increase in the pay and allowances of 
staff and payment of arrears arising out of the implementa- 
tion of the Jeejeebhoy Committee's decisions and the Second 
Pay Commission's recommendations, engagement of addi- 
tional staff, more payments (including arrears) to Dock Maz- 
doors under the Piece-Rate System, etc. 

The total expenditure on medical aid amounted to RJ. 6.26 
lakhs during 1962-63 as against Rs. 5.09 lakhs in the year 
1961-62. 

9. The Port Trust Board carried out another year of use- 
ful work and the Government of India view it with appre- 
ciation.
